Mr. Rynard’s bill for a twelve-manth period 
reached the considerable total of $228.02, but 
even that is less than the cost of a hired girl 
Aud he is a great believer in power, being quite 
enthusiastic about if, in fact, believing thes 
every farmer can muke electric installation pay 


us well as having all the comfort and conven: 
jence of the service 

His installation totals 16,553 watts and in 
cludes a 744 b.p. motor and a ‘y b.p. motor on 
the cream separator 

With this power Mr, Rynard has, during the 
year, chopped 8,000 bushels of grain, cut 20 tons 
of straw, pumped water for 100 pigs, 70 cattle 
aud § horses, puiped 1,000 bushels of turnips and 
separated cream twice daily, In his house, in 
addition to adequate lighting, there have been 
in use au electric range for cooking, a washing 
machine, an electric iron, a toasler, a vacuum 
and a curling iron heater 

Mr. Rynard even raises chickens by electri 
city, tle saves even his hens from hard work 
by using two 100-watt lamps in a brooder tor 
mothering chickens

bring within reach of the farmer, the case of 
Abraham Suider, an enterprising young farmer 
living up near Waterloo, may be quoted, Le
